Paris, Feb. 17.—General Tellieux pave 


sensational testimony In the Zola trial 
yesterdaj . and made it clear that he re- 
garded the verdict in the Dreyfus case 
as thoroughly righteous. "For some" 
time," said he. "there has been much 
talk of handwriting people discussing 
who could have written tne bordereau. 
Well, I w ill prove to you here, with the 
papers in my hand, that the officer who 
wrote the bordereau belonged to the 
ministry of war, was an artillery man, 
and was second 
for service on the 


staff." 
This statement caused a sensation, 


and Mr. Laborie interrupted the witness, 
saying: "I ask that Colonel Picquart, 
who is at the house of Magistrate 
Bortulus, be summoned to hear this 
testimony." 


"It is not your turn to speak," replied 


the presiding: Judge. 


This statement caused a great stir In 


court. 


The general further remarked: "I 


have not a mind of pure crystal, but I 
have the soul of a .soldier, which revolts 
at hearing the Infamous aspersions 
showered upon us, and I can keep silence 
no longer, l cannot stand them trying 
to detach the army from Its chiefs, for 
If the soldiers cease to have confidence 
In them, what will the chiefs do in the 
day of danger, which Is, perhaps, nearer 
than people think? Then, gentlemen of 
the jury, your sons would be led to 
simple butchery, but at the same time 
Mr. Zola will have gained a fresh vic- 
tory and will have achieved 
a new 


debacle, and will be able to lay his his- 
tory before a Europe from which France 
has been wiped out." 


The effect of the oration was Intense. 
In conclusion, General Pellieux said: 


"We should have been glad if the court- 
martial had acquitted Dreyfus, as it 
would have shown there was no traitor 
for the army, for all of us to mourn for."

Nationalist 
member for North Louth. supported it, 
Instancing the success of "a similar in- 
stitution in Canada, which had turned 
out such a distinguished pupil as Sir 
Wilfred Laurler," the premier of Canada. 


W. E. H. Lecky, Llberal-T'monist 


member for Dublin, university, thought 
the existing system 
of Trinity and 


Queen's colleges deterred Catholics from 
availing: themselves of the advantages 
of a university education, adding that he 
believed that In accepting the amend- 
ment the government would remove one 
of Ireland's great grievances. 


A. J. Balfour. first lord of the treas- 


ury and government leader in the house, 
pointed out that the new university 
which he, for one, desired to see. was not 
to be fenced In by any technical limita- 
tions. It was to be to Catholics -n-hat 
Trinity college was to Protestants, sec- 
tional only In tone. The demand for 
such a university, he added, ought to be 
supported by the friends of higher edu- 
cation, which, under the existing sys- 
tem, two-thirds of the Irish were unable 
to enjoy. It was in accordance, he fur- 
ther said, with the principles of union- 
ism, and he would welcome the demand 
of the nationalists.

Why u Was Decided to Cut Wages In 


New Hertford Mills. 


New Heiltord. Mass . Feb. 17.—Andrew 


G. 1'iercell treasurer of the Wamsutta 
mills and president of the Manufactur- 
ers' association, was the first of the 
manufacturers called upon by the leg- 
islative committee Wednesday. -He told 
the manul'.ictureis' reason 1'or the re- 
duction. "The market was stocked over- 
abundantly with manufactured Roods." 
he said. ";ind the selling; price had fallen 
30 percent and was still on the down 
prado. Tt did not seem Rood business 
policy to add to the accumulation of 
manufactured Roods on the existing 
scale. Contract Roods are sold so low 
that there is hardly a new dollar for an 
old dollar in the business, and in many 
srades the Roods are beiiiR made at an 
actual loss." 


Mr. Pierep was asked what labor leg- 


islation he would recommend. "1 am 
not to recommend any labor legislation," 
said Mr. Pierce, "but I wish it under- 
stood that shorter hours and all restric- 
tive legislation enable our competitors 
to make Roods to more advantage than 
they can here." 


Representative Culllnane asked If it 


Is not a fact that w i t h shorter hours 
production is greater. Mr. Pierce s.lid 
that h»- could not answer that, where- 
upon the auditors laughed. Mr. Fierce 
did not think that the condition of some 
of the mills, as to old machinery, was 
at all responsible for tile cutdo\\ n. He 
said there was a system of Insurance at 
one time between the mills, but he did 
not know of any now. 


Kepresentatlve Donnhup asked If the 


shorter hours did not Rive better help 
than In other states where short hours 
do not prevail. Mr. Pierre answered 
that he did not know any difference. 


Otis X. Pierce, treasurer of the CJrln- 


nell mills, said that the tariff was a 
vital matter to the Massachusetts cot- 
ton manuacturers, who must have pro- 
tection from foreign competition. He 
cited Instances where the southern mills 
had competed seriously with his own 
mill, selling Roods Hi cents per yard less 
than the Grinnell and yet makinpr a 
profit. UP also read letters from con- 
sumers. PxpressinR their preference for 
.southern poods over eastern poods, even 
atV.*; little higrher price. Mr. Pierce 
spoke of New Bedford as a Klondike for 
spinners, and said that labor a*.ators 
and yellow Journalism are tryinR to make 
the public believe that New Bedford is 
paying starvation 
wages.

The explosion of suchaboilermiBly easily 
drive through the bulkhead and tire the 
magazine, 


Inasmuch as suspicion exists in some 


quarters, that » torpedo 
was 
used 


n gainst the Maine, it may be said that 
the majority of naval officers believe 
that the character of the explosion wa« 
hardly such as could be attributed to 
a torpedo. 
The latter, charged with 


about 100 pounds of gun-powder or gun- 
cotton, it is believed, ivould have torn 
a large hole in the bottom or side of the 
Maine, but was scarcely likely to fire 
the magazine, which Is not near the 
bottom.
